HOW THE ROAD 
WAS STARTED 


Origin of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and At- 
lantic. 


Waycross, Ga,, January !1!1.—(Special.)— 
In the year 1887, while attorney for the 
Waycross Lumber Company, of which 
Captain George Walter, of Savannah, 
was principal owner and president, Hon. 
J. L. Sweat, of Wayrross, conceived 
the idea of converting the lumber road 
running from Waycross out to Walter- 
town, on the Satilla river, a distance of 
about 7 miles, where the saw mill of 
said company was located, into a rail- 
road and extending the same on in a 
northerly direction, and also of building 
a line south to the sea. 

Upon taking the matter up with Cap- 
tain Walter and gaining his consent, 
Judge Sweat prepared a charter for the 
Waycross Air Line Railroad Company, 
which was passed by the legislature 
and approved October 24, 1887, with 
George Walter, KE H. Crawley, Her- 
bert Murphy, Warren Lott and J. L. 
Sweat as incorporators and authorizing 
the building of a railroad from Way- 
cross to Macon, Hawkinsville and Dub- 
lin, and also to St. Marys. 

Captain Walter, becoming ill, after lin- 
gering for some time, died. 

Messrs. Stillwell, Millen & Co., of Sa- 
vannah, acquired the stock and contro! 
of the Waycross Lumber Company, with 
Captain I. Johnson, of Waycross, as 
general manager, and they became thor- 
oughly converted to the raflroad scheme 
as projected by Judge Sweat, and on 
October 25, 1889, the charter of the 
Waycross Air Line Railroad Company 
was amended by substituting W. Bg 
Stillwell, L. R. Millen, L. Johnson and 
J. L. Sweat as incorporators and first

On October 10,1891, the charter 
further amended by authorizing’ the

IS. REVERSED 


Appellate Court Reverses the 
First Case as Did Su- 
preme Court. 


A rather startling coincidence was 
brought to light when the new court 
of appeals, which has been in session 
all the week, rendered its first judg- 
ments yesterday. 

The judgment in
